The sheets are 
used in the printing process. The text describes an eleven year old girl masturbating 
and is written in a sexually titillating manner. By explicitly describing such activity and 
presenting it in a manner designed to arouse the viewer the publication promotes and 
supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
